Part of any good law school education 
includes a study of the case of the 
Speluncean Explorers, the appeal of a 
murder conviction against several men 
who, upon being trapped in a cave for 
weeks, killed and ate one of their fellow 
travelers in order to survive 

The Supreme Court overturned the 
convictions, ruling that when the men 
were. trapped in the cave, they entered 
"the state of nature" where .the laws of 


society did not apply. Thus, the men could 
not be punished for whatever crimes they 
had committed while in the cave 

The surprise of the case was not the 
Court's ruling--which is fenown for its wis- 
dom--but rather a footnote at the end, 
which informed the reader that this had 
been a made-up case created solely as 
an academic exercise 

In contrast, the trial in Los Angeles this 
week of Damian Williams and Henry Wat 
son in the beating of Reginald Denny is 
very real. But there the difference be 
tween the hypothetical case of the 


Speluncean Explorers and the Denny 
case blurs 

The cave explorers were acquitted of 
their cold-blooded murder--even though 
they were guilty under the law--because 
the Court ruled that the law did not apply. 
Just as the sun was unable to penetrate 
the darkness of the cave in which the men 
were trapped, so too was the law 

As the men in the cave had no hope 
for an early rescue and were sealed off 
from the outside world,

Lately, | have been experiencing this recurring gut-feeling nightmare that « 
* downtown Columbus, Ohio had turned into a hideous monster, In my nightmare, 


this monster slowly devouring sections of its bordering neighborhoods, leaving the 
remainder of those neighborhoods neglected and left to die from those social 
diseases of structural decay, human neglect, unemployment and crime. 

In my nightmare, Greater Downtown Columbus stands out like a shining jewel in 
the darkness of the surrounding urban squalor, stretching as far as Nelson Road on 
the east, Starling Street on the west, 17th Avenue on the north, and Livingston 
Avenue on the south 

This'’broad area encompasses all major points of interest and tourist attractions 
that our city has to offer: financially, politically, educationally and culturally. It also 
provides easy transportation access to other: points of interest outside of that 
perimeter, * 

Such expansion of Downtown Columbus would deal a death blow to the Near 
Eastside, Olde Town/Franklin Park, South Lindén and the Near Westside (Bottoms) 
neighborhoods.

South-Central L.A. is the most 
destructive example of what the 
culmination of over 200 years of 
official violence, brutality, and 
lawbreaking against blacks by the 
white establishment and the police 
can do, The daily lives of its resi- 
dents have more in common with 
those of black South Africans living 
under apartheid than with those of 
white American society 

Even today, its residents have 
effectively no legal rights. The 
police may search them without 
cause, beat them without reason, 
and rob them at will, industries, 
banned from more affluent areas 
poison their air, water, even the 
very ground on which they live 

Neighborhood businesses 
gouge the residents’ pocketbooks 
because the people are essentially 
captive, The sohools, under- 
financed and poorly-run, empty the 
residgnts’ mipds more than they fill 


them up. Whatever legal rights the 
residents of South-Central L.A. 
have--lo an education, to live ina 
safe environment, to be free from 
brutality, even to life itself--exist 
only on paper and are virtually un- 
enforceable. 

It is no secret that the law does 
not exist in. the ghetto--any ghetto. 
Prostitutes and drug dealers freely 
ply their trades with little, if any, 
interference from the police. Fights 
of every kind are commonplace, So 
is gunfire at night, Most ghetto resi- 


_dents are law-abiding and deplore 


the lawlessness of their neighbor- 
hood--both on the part of their fel- 
low residents and on the part of the 
police. Yet, they, too, are desen- 
sitized to violence and other crime. 

Against this background, the ac- 
quittal in the state trial of the police 


officers=who #ibrenvideoctaped- 


Savagely beating Rodney King-- 
the impetus for the Reginald Denny 
Beating and the ghetto uprisin 
that lotuedwes simply a oubli¢ 
example of what all South-Central 
residents already knew privately: 
there is no law for them 

if | had been in the shoes of 
Damian Williams and Henry Wat- 
son that day, the police acquittal 
would have re-emphasized to me 
that i had no legal rights and did not 
live in a society of laws, The police 
and white establishment could do 
to me whatever | myself could not 
physically stop them from doing. 
The law did not control their actions 
and it would not contro! mine. 

Where the ruling class ignores 
the Jaw, it is Inevitable that the un- 
derclass..will'do the same, The 


thousands who participated in the. 


South-Central uprising prove the 
universality of the rule: Do unto 
others as they do unto you. In the 
state of nature that South Central 
LA. had become, this was merely 
human nature:

cry out for mercy for the Denny 
defendants, The law was about as 
incapable of controlling the actions 
of the participants in the South 
Central uprising as it was those of 
the men in the cave, 

As the "Court" in the case of the 
Spelucean Explorers stated, where 
the law is in fact irrelevant, it should 
be considered legally irrelevant as 
well, Therefore, the Denny defen- 
dants should be judged not on 
whether theybroke the law but 
rather on whether, as victims them- 
selves in a much larger scheme of 
official lawlessness, they ex- 
ceeded what was necessary or in- 
evitable under the circumstances, 

There is an even more 
analogous situation to the Denny 
case in the mid-1970s cheating 
scandal at West Point Military 


Academya:Becauserso-many.. 


cadets were caught cheating, the 
Academy concluded that the honor 
code itself had broken down 
Therefore, instead of expelling the 
cadets--the usual punishment--the 
Academy merely slapped them on 
the wrist and set out to fix the real 
problem: an honor code that had its 
meaning. 

Here, tqo, society can learn an 
important lésson. When the law be- 
comes irrelevant to a large number 
of people, the solution is to re-in- 
vigorate the law. To do that in 
South-Central L.A. requires apply- 
ing the law to the powerful first and 
then and only then to the power- 
less--and to the same extent. 

Accordingly, justice in the 
' Denny case demands no hatsher 

énalties for Damian Williams and 

enry Watson then the two-year 
prison sentences meted out in the 
tederal trial to the police officers

But, then, justice usually occurs 
in made-up cases and not in actual 
courtrooms.

All of the ongoing media 
reports that | read and leaks from 
private establishment meetings, 
has convinced fie that lam not 


asleep. that plans are already 
being formulated (or have been 
finalized) that make my nightmare 
an eventual reality. 

For me, it is deja vu “all over 
again." In the early 1950s, my 
brother and | purchased a double 
property at 1436-1438 Mooberry 
Street. After obtaining ownership, 
we were informed that plans had 
been finalized to construct the I-70 
East Freeway along that route in 10 
years. 

Almost to that exact time span, 
our double was purchased at the 
city’s price and "imminent domain” 
forced us of modest means into 
that designated dumping ground 
for displaced home owners, ,South 
Linden. When you drive over the 
1-70 East Freeway between Miller 
and Kelton Avenues, think of me. 

My nightmare will become a 
reality only if the concerned resi- 
dents of those neighborhoods | 
mentioned fail to unite for their 
common welfare and survival and 
demand of the administration, city 
council and the Department of 
Development true answers to hard 
questions (and keep on demand- 
ing), and to be shown all plans for 
Downtown-Columbus develop- 
ment whenever they occur. It is 
easy to find out who they are. Find 


out where they live. and vote them 


out of power if they do not comply. — 


The Department of Develop- 
ment seems to be afflicted with 
developmental Alzheimer's dis- 
ease. It has this habit of calling a 
meeting of neighborhood residents 
to give their input for the disposition 
of a neighborhood problem, then 
becoming lax and forgetful in get- 
ting back to, those residents re 
a resolution is made. We residents 
of south Linden are still waiting for 
a resolution of the 11th Avenue 
School problem. 

Think on this debated change in 
the Scioto River Front Peninsula 
plans: if COSI is moved from Broad 
Street to replace the Veterans 
Memorial Facility, where will blacks 
and other groups who use it for 
large assemblies find an affordable 
place to hold these events. 

Intelligent development that in- 
volves and is beneficial.to all the 
citizens of Columbus, Ohio is com- 
mendable. But, when it becomes a 
chess game of “steal from the poor 
and give to the rich,” we must 
call... CheckMate! 

My next article of caution for the 
citizens will be titled "Columbus’ 
Unadoptable Orphan". Look for it.

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Hairston also said that Foster was 
pregnant by a Washington Court- 
house man in his 30s named Char- 
les Till. She said Til, who is in 
another town doing construction 
work and cannot be reached, does 
not even know that Foster or the 
baby is dead. 

Foster's family and friends 
believe Pond became violent be- 
cause he and Foster were arguing 
over custody of their 5-year-old 
daughter, Ivory. Foster's sister 
Marlo said she had two other 
children besides Ivory, Isaac 
Thompson, 3, and Rodney Foster, 
2, who were not fathered by Pond 
or Till 

Marlo Foster went on to say that 
all of her sister's children were in 
the custody of Franklin County 
Children Services (FCCS) be- 
cause she was addicted to crack. 
Marlo Foster said that her sister 
was going through drug treatment 
and had applied for a new house 
through Columbus Metropolitan 
Housing Authority. 

She said FCCS had agreed to 
release the children to her sister in 
October when she moved into her 
new house. The children were to 
be placed in the care of Foster's 
grandmother, Elizabeth Mitchell, 
until October. She said Pond 
wanted custody of Ivory. 

Hairston stated that Pond is a 
former teacher living off welfare 


“and Sécial Security benefits. She~ 


said Pond has three children by 
another Black woman and called 
him an unfit father 

“There was a dispute between 
him and Michellé for a long time 
over the kids. He never took care 


of his kids, but lvory would always __ 


want to go wittrhim,” said Hairston., 


Hairston said she never liked 
Pond,- saying that he was “dis- 
respectful” to her daughter and the 
rest of the family. She claims he 
often made unannounced visits to 
their house, made passes toward 
her when her daughter wasn't 
around, and slept with other 
women while he and Michelle were 
dating. 


"He was 55 years old but he: 


acted like a young boy. He was a 
man who went around and picked 
women up off the street. He was a 
whoremonger. That's what burned 
their relationship out," said 
Hairston. "Nobody liked him be- 
cause of his life-style. His own 
family disowned him." 

Foster's family believes the 
murder was premeditated, Mario 
Foster said Pond told her cousin he 
was going to kill Foster the day 
before he did it and that her sister 
was defenseless against his un- 
controllable rage. 

“Michelle wasn't a violent per- 
son," said Marlo Foster, "she was 
a scared person, She wouldn't fight 
or nothing." 

Foster's family says her children 
don't understand why their mother 
is gone and are taking it very hard. 
Marlo Foster said Ivory keeps talk- 
ing about a conversation her father 
had with another person before the 
shooting. 

She stated that Ivory says her 
father was “saying bad things" 
about her mother but “freezes up" 
when-asked what the "bad things" 
were, Ivory is seeing a counselor 
to help her deal with the trauma of 
her mother's death, 

"She's holding something back 
and she's afraid to let it go," said 
Marlo. Foster. "By her seeing a 
counselor, it's going to come out,” 


Ginger Baldwin, Pond's baby- 
sitter, said she was with Foster and 
Pond the day the shooting hap- 
pened. Baldwin said Foster and 
Pond visited their children together 
while they were in the care of 
FCCS and that Foster depended 
on Pond for transportation. 

On the day of the shooting, 
Baldwin says she was riding in 
Pond’s car with him and Foster 
before they went back to his apart- 
ment. She said Pond had agreed 
to take Foster to the Whitehall 
police station to pick up refunded 
bond money from a winter arrest 
Foster was involved in and to the 
North Side to pick up some clothes 
she left over a friend's house. 

Baldwin said Foster was 
threatening to slash the tires and 
break the windows on Pond's car 
because he refused to take her to 
visit her children that day. She said 
the argument didn't especially con- 
cern her because Foster and Pond 
argued all the time. 

Pond dropped Baldwin off at her 
address in an East Side apartment 


complex before he took Michelle to _ 


the police station, says Baldwin, 

"| don't know why she went to 
his apartment," she said. 

Baldwin, who is white, said 
Pond had threatened to explode 
and “kill one of these Black crack 
bitches" earlier in the week but she 
didn't take the threat seriously. She 
did say, however, that Pond has a 
violent:temper. She said he 
grabbed her arm one day for no 
reason and that he pushed Foster 
out of his moving car last winter, 
adding: 

"| knew he was losing it, but | 
didn't think he would go to this 
extreme,”

Jerome Gordon was shot by a 
female who owed him money in 
1978 and Demetrius Gordon, the 
nephew of the Gordon’s, was killed 
last year by gunfire. 

ey all were killed by fate," 
said Derek, 32. “They weren't in- 
volved In-any altercations. They 
were just.some place where some- 
thing happened. And they all hap- 
pened about this time of the year 
and we have lost them all by guns. 
It's like a piece dt me was torn out.” 

The family is split on whether 
feeling hatred or forgiveness for the 
assailant, who they knew well, The 
16-year-old had even spent time 
with the Gordon's children. 

"When you pull a gun, there are 
no accidents,” said Ann Gordon, 
one of the sisters in the 10-children 
family, "| don't hate the guy, he’s 


like one of my sons. He’s been here 
to play with my boys. Honestly, It's 
going to be hard to accept (the 
accident), | just | have to learn to 
accept it. He was my special 
brother.” 

Derek said he has “no ill-feel-

| Marching on Washington 


! Whe problem of the 20th Century is the problem of 
the colorline.”"  ” 


Those prophetic words were written. by political 
philosopher and civil rights agitator Or. W.E.B, DuBois 
in 1903, at the dawn of anew century, in his book called 
‘The Souls of Black Folk.” As we consider the 30th 
anniversary of one of America’s most signal events -- 
the 1963 March on Washington -- we find that, like all 
great prophets, DuBois’ words have stood the test of 
time. 

America in 1903 had a color problem, And the 
problem was how it would deal equitably with that 
minority of its population. which was Black, 

After two world wars and a conflict in Korea, after 
mustard gas and the atomic bomb and supersonic 
travel in jet planes, América still had a problem in 1963 
-- how it would deal equitably with that minority of its 
population which was Black. 

And after a war in Vietnam and a war in Iraq, manned 
flights to the moon and spaceships taking pictures at 
the face of Mars; America still has a problem in 1993 -- 
how it will deal equitably with that minority of its popula- 
tion which is Black. 

Clearly, America is a different nation today than it 
was when DuBois penned those words. And it is a 
different nation than it was when Dr. Martin Luther King 
dreamed poetically on the steps of the Lincoin 
Memorial. 

Minorities now comprise 25 percent of the nation, 
and white males are now -- for the first time -- a minority 
of those in the workforce. “Blacks are no longer the 
largest minority group in a number of cities, particularly 
in the west and southwest 

At the same time, the barriers of American apartheid 
-- a formal, legal structure which prohibited Blacks from 
living where they wanted, going to school where they 
should "have, and working where they were talented 
enough to work -- have been torn down. DuBois had 
no Black congressperson to call on, and King could 
only. speak prophetically to two; now, 40 Blacks -- 
including the first Black female senator -- can hear 
those sentiments repeated in that glofious Washington 
mall 

But progress is not parity. And the forces which 
opposed Blacks in 1903, and 1963, remain antagonis- 


tic in 1993. And, tragically, some of the institutions 
which were allies of 1963 are now the enemies of 1993, 

For example, it is ironic that a man who, as an aide 
to Supreme Court Justice Robert Jackson urged the 
justice to vote against the Brown v. Board of Education 
case in 1954 -- William Rehnquist -- is now the Chief 
Justice of that same Supreme Court. But itis tragic that 
one of the major votes for turning back the clock on civil 
fights -- to the point of unsettling more,than 20 years of 
settled civil rights law on cases of discrimination -- is 
one Clarence Thomas, a Black man, born in Georgia, 
who was defended in his confirmation hearings by the 
architect of southern resistance to civil tights, Strom 
Thurmond. 

It highlights a change in the character of the federal 
judiciary, in which civil rights protections are now used 
against Blacks by whites seeking to overturn those 
protections, and those who endorsed state-sanctioned 
racial barriers are now Saying, in the name of a "color- 
blind Society", that state-sanctioned efforts to provide 
benefits to Blacks are unconstitutional. 

The very ‘act which spawned the tremendous in- 
crease in the number of Black political officials -- the 
Voting Rights Act -- is now under attack by the Supreme 
Court, which has expressed a willingness to examine 
the question of whether the act itself is unconstitutional 

Progress is not parity, and progress is not per- 
manent. The forces of reaction and hatred which were 
at work in.1903 -- such as the Ku Kiux Klan -- and were 
continuing their terror and hatred in 1963, are revived 
and revised in 1993. And they are even a 
Such as the White Aryan Resistance and the Aryan 
Brotherhood. Hatred, it seems, is a big business again. 

In 1993, we continue to fight the same forces which 
DuBois wrote about in 1903, and which King confronted 
in 1963. And we continue to have the same challenge 
in 1993: to focus our attention on total victory: and 
equality, and allow no distractions to govern our be- 
havior. 

We support the March on Washington. The march 
is necessary because it serves to remind us that the 
struggle continues. That color line which DuBois saw, 
while, thinner today, is no less present. And only 
through. efforts such as this can it, hopefully one day, 
be erased

have more chronic health problems. Bringing in 
physicians who treat such a clientele may have the 
impact of raising the costs within a "managed care" 
sysiem 

There is a question, as well, whether some suburban 
whites want to go to doctors who have inner-city clien- 
teles. Thus, in a competitive environment. in which not 
all providers are reimbursed as a means to cut costs, 
there may be an additional incentive to lock out inner- 
city and Black physicians, and the hospitals in which 
they work, while catering to suburban physicians and 
suburban hospitals 

Rep. Otto Beatty, who is the sponsor of House Bill 
28, was the first state legislator to raise this critical issue 
Now, as the circle of hospitals and physicians who may 
be affected by this exciusivity widens, a number of 
others -- including State Rep. Mike Stinziano, who 
represents University Hospitals, which was also ex- 
cluded by PHP -- are taking up the fight. 

The fear we haves that, in the rush to cut costs, state 
and federal policymakers will develop strategies which 
have the impact of limiting access to health care for 
hundreds of thousands of inner-city residents

The day care:mess 


[: the end of August, and the air is filled with the 
sound of children preparing to go back to school. At 
the same time, for many low-income families strug- 
gling to make ends meet, the air is also filled with sighs 
of resignation, as many working mothers are preparing 
to go back on the welfare because they can no longer 
afford the cost.of day care. 


That is a reality that was abetted, if not created, by 
some decisions in the most recent state budget, When 
State legislators decided not to increase the funding in 
the state's day care subsidy program, it enacted a law 
which increased the sliding fee scale for the mothers to 
as much as 25 percent of income. 

Overnight, some working mothers went from paying 
little or no money to $300, $400, and $500 per month. 
For mothers who were often making small wages to 
begin with, the increased cost would tilt the economic 
scale away from work and back toward welfare. That 
'S a tragic statement 


The problem is not simply that the legislators 
changed the rules; given the limited resources avail- 
able to them, such a rules Change was not surprising, 
The greater problem is that the system of funding 
welfare and human services programs in general is run 
with a set of conflicting goals 

On the one hand, there is the effort -- which 
Motivates the day care program -- to increase the value 
of work, and get individuals off the dole and into produc- 
tive jobs, That is a noble goal 

At the same time, there is the interest in saving 
program dollars, so much so that the state -- and the 
federal government -- are unwilling to aggressively fund 
those programs (such as subsidized day care and 
health care) which can make it financially sensible for 
those with skills to get off welfare 

It Is hypocritical for legisiators to complain about 
welfare costs, and then make spending decisions 
which they know will consign hundreds of Ohioans to 
weltare, It is clear that, only with a meaningful welfare 
reform package, will we be able to get more value for 
our dollars spent in welfare system. :

30 years after’: 


He was a young man, -- the youngest ever to be 
elected president in his. own right -- with a resume that 
was generally considered modest. ADemocrat, he had 
bested some more |iberal chal- 
lengers in the Democratic primaries, 
and won a squeaker of a race against 
the Republican standardbearer, who 
had been the vice-president under a 
popular Republican president. 

His energy was considered to be 
a tremendous distinction from the 
worn-out policies of the Republicans. 
He campaigned ona plank of getting 
the country moving again economi- 
cally after several years of- 
Republican rule 

Although he had been elected with the overwhelm- 
ing support of Black voters, Blacks were not too keen 
on him. In many settings he appeared to be weak and 
vacillating on critical issues of civil rights, cencerned 
about right-wingers in his own party and about how the 
issue of civil rights could be used against him by the 
Republicans 

For the Black leaders who were challenging him, 
the key issue of the civil rights movement of the 1950s 

- enforcement of the school desegregation order -- 
was only one thing on the plate. ‘Jobs and Freedom 
Now!" was the rallying cry of the marchers. who were 
assembling in Washington to let the nation know that 
the battle for civil rights -- apart from an occasional 
Supreme Court decision in their favor. and even a civil 
rights bill passed several years before -- was unques- 
tionably not over 

Despite the modest gains that had been made -- 
indeed, it is quite possible, because of them -- there 
was Starting to be a backlash among some whites. 
News media outlets complained that these civil rights 
activists were pushing too hard for their rights, and that 
whites might begin to react negatively to the civil rights 
movement. The Democrats were viewed by many as 
agents on behalf of Black votérs, while an emerging 
Republican leadership was arguing that the party could 
be built on catering to southern voters outraged by the 
Civil rights strides, The political and social currents 
created timidity in the hearts of many civil rights sup- 
porters, and bitter antagonism among the opponents, 
and divided a nation . 

The more things change, the more they remain the 
same. 

Because the era we are talking about is not the 
1990s, but the early 1960s -- the era of the first "March 
on Washington", And now, as that civil rights coalition 
plans to reconstruct that historic event. there ts much 
to remind us, sadly, of how little, rather how much, has 
changed. 

John Kennedy. like Bill Clinton. was a young 
Democrat. But he was not the grand liberal we recall 
SO vigorously now: he was a pretty conservative

Officers should be required to 
attend these meetings to give the 
community briefings on what is 
going on in their neighborhood. By 
doing so, the stranger in blue be- 
comes a friend and the 
neighborhood's confidence in the 
police department is enhanced 
The officers attending these meet- 
ings should be rotated on a regular 
basis. Over a period of time, all 
officers should have interaction with 
the people they are asked'to serve 
and protect. It will lessen tension 

It is very unlikely that we can 
afford foot patrol officers in most 
areas. The concept is labor inten- 
sive and too costly. Officers on 
bicycles may be a better concept 
where appropriate in that they gan 


cover more territory. Officers should 
also try to attend community fes- 
tivals and functions. this positive 
interaction will go a jong way in 
establishing lasting good will 

It is often said that we win with 
people. We also have to invest in 
people. With our officers we do this 
by giving them the proper training. 
If you look around the country, | 
believe that you will find very few 
police departments with adequate 
training budgets. There are two 
very important things that must hap- 
pen with officers if they are to 
remain effective. They must be 
trained continuously and given the

JOHN B. COMBS 
.. Shares vivid memories of 


March is 
powerful 
memory for 
longtime C&P 
newsman

John Combs is 88 years old now, a 
decade removed from a 35-year career 
which made him the dean of Ohio's Black 
political reporters and commentators. He 


is slowed by the maladies of old age; a. 


stroke has left his movements slower and 
more deliberate, and hindered -- though 
certainly not stopped -- his work on his 
memoirs. 

But he remembers vividly the events 
of one of the most extraordinary stories of 
his extraordinary career -- his coverage 
of the 1963 March on Washington, which 
remains the epic single event of the civil 
rights movement 

History reminds us of the majesty of 
thatevent; an estimated 250,000 souls == 
Black and white, Jew and Gentile, 
celebrities and common folk, political 


leaders of all persuasions -- had gathered ° 


on the mall in Washington to redress the 
eagle for "Jobs and Freedom." 

hey were convened largely by the aging 
patriarch of the civil rights movement, A. 
Phillip Randolph of the Brotherhood of 
Sleeping Car Workers, and his trusted 
longtime aide Bayard Rustin. 

Wt Combs, who was the political 
columnist for the Call & Post at the time, 
had a different view. He was covering 
one of the major stories of that era, one 
of high drama and political intrigue, both 
within the civil rights movement and in the 
corridors of power. 

Many congressmen, including Adam 
Clayton Powell of New York, attended the 
march, But one major political leader 
wasn't there. 

"Jack Kennedy, as | recall, did not 
show up," Combs said. "| don't think he 
was expected." Indeed, the march had 
been called to.compel a re¢alcitrant Ken- 
nedy to push for civil rights legislation with 
some teeth. Kennedy had been a bitter 
disappointment to many Black leaders of 
that era, who had hoped that the youthful 
and energetic Democrat would bring the 
issue of civil rights square to the head of 
the domestic agenda. 

But Kennedy had been reluctant to 
address the issue aggressively, fearing 
the antagonism of right-wing southern 
Democrats and conservative 
Republicans. 

While Kennedy was not there, many 
others of renown -- including many of his 
friends -- were, Hollywood was 
prominent at the march, Combs recalled: 
Harry Belafonte, Sidney Poitier, Sammy 
Davis Jr., Kirk Douglas and Marlon Bran- 
do were among the stars jostling up 
against sharecroppers from Georgia and 
Mississippi on the platform. 

There was no sense at the time that 
the march was going to be so historic. 

“We were afraid it was going to be 
disappointing." Combs recalled 
“Nobody, not even King, could have 
dreamed it would turn out as it did." 

Combs had gotten to Washington ear- 
lier in the week, in preparation for the 
march. 

When he woke up early on August 28 
to go down to the National Airport, just 

~emaeross the Potomac: River; “it looked ter- 
rible," Combs said. No one was there 

But when he walked back across the 
river, as he got close to the Washington 
Monument, he saw the crowds streaming 
in. 

"It reminded me of a river that was 
moving," Gombs said. “All those buses" 
-- buses that had been chartered from 
across the country -- "seemed to arrive at 
one time." 

“It was above imagination," Combs 
said of the people, "Nobody expected 
them to come out like that." 

Of course, there were dangers. The 
police chief of Washington had scheduled 
a press conference regarding security. In 
the same hotel as the chief's press con- 
ference, Malcolm X was deciaiming his 
concerns about the march. 

Police officials expected, trouble from 
the radical Nazi, George Lincoln Rock- 
well. But the plan had been to isolate 
Rockwell: the moment he got out of-his 
car, he would be surrounded by a phalanx 
of men, who would escort him 
everywhere he went. 

Anumber of speeches were given that 
glorious day, none so memorable as 
King’s “! have a dream" oration. But

Women’s group, 
civil rights 
leaders join 
march to D.C.

“It was as if wave after wave of

movement heading 30 years later 

For Williams, an African American 
woman who serves on the national 
board of the National Organization of 
Women (NOW), the struggle for civil 
rights now includes the fight for women's 
rights. NOW is. the largest womens 
rights organization in the country 

So it is no coincidence that NOW is a 
major co-sponsor of the-30th Anniver 
sary Mareh on Washington, August 28 
With the theme, "Jobs, Justice and 
Peace," the march is more than a com- 
memorative event; it is a wake up call to 
the nation and its leadership 

At a timegof mass unemployment, 
senseless violence, ‘and inadequate 
health care, many people--especially 
women--are voicing demands for 
economic empowerment, social justice, 
replace a legal system that works for all 

“Many women--especially women of 
color--are oppressed by a system that 
favors white men," says NOW Pregident

| don't remember seeing, ‘I have 
a dream’ in his speech," Combs 
said. As a reporter, he had been 
given a copy of King’s prepared text 
in advance. “I heard those words, 
but | didn't see them." [fn fact, King 
had composed that portion of his 
speech extemporaneously. 


And the response was “unbeliev- 
able," Combs recalled. The great 
sea of humanity gave off a.roar of 
the sound of many-waters in its 
thunderous approval of the content 
and vision which King gave to that 
assembled audience. 


The march was clearly historic, 
and powerful in its day. But was it 
ultimately successful? "Oh, yes," 
Combs asserted. A year later, a 
strong civil rights law - the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, which remains 
the major civil rights statute in the 
nation -- was passed. 


And the march itself has gone 
into history -- a history with a power- 
ful life of its own. 

“Overall, that was a spectacular 
that will never be seen again," 
Combs concluded, "It cannot be 
repeated.”

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Will downsizing 
;00n run out of 
the steam in it? 


| took a trip downtown the other day to get 
some notion of how my old buddies in the 
nvestment brokerage business are doing in 
hese days of low interest rates and higher 
stock markets. | have been curious recently 
about whether America’s capital-producin 
nachine, Wall Street, has improved its A 3 
iciency these past few years. — - 

As you would expect, | heard some of the 
same stories that | had been a part of when 
.was a broker myseli--the good investment 
Spportunities as’ well as the bad ones. The 
Susiness of investing other people's money 
is one that requires a tolerance for imperfec- 
ion. That seems to be the nub of the com- 
plaints brokers seemed to be voicing, even in 
hese days of wide profit margins for financial 
institutions. 

Brokers cry when clients get wasted by 
bad investments for the same reason that 
other retailers sulk when markets are bad. 
The cycles, the botched-up guesses, the dis- 
gruntied clients all continue to be a part of 
doing business on Wall Street 

What has been most intriguing to me is the 
way the brokerage business attempts to ex- 
plain corporate downsizing. Onthe one hand, 
downsizing appears to be one of the few 
Ways left for major corporations to increase 
profitability. Examples are produced: which 
Suggest that stock prices have been rising as 
downsizing has continued to take hold of the 
Smployment marketplace with larger cor- 

rations. 

We just are not hearing of major hiring 
sprees in larger corporations and when there 
is a need for more personnel, corporate of- 
fices are swamped by applications of all sorts 
of potential employees. And it doesn't seem 
that the amount of education a candidate has 
received dictates any more the type of job a 
candidate will attempt to secure. Applicants 
with doctorate degrees are taking jobs that 
were occupied by applicants with only 
bachelor's degrees before 

What Wall Street seems to be’ saying 
about all this is that downsizing is a positive 
trerid, one which investors would be well 
advised to take advantage of. Not only are 
interest rates dropping, but stock prices are 
rising; as long as stock prices continue rising, 
downsizing and every thing else that is a part 
of the way corporations are doing business 
has got to be okay. So they say. 

The reasoning from the standpoint of Wall 
Street goes something like this: Most major 
organizations are top-heavy with especially 
middle management and have been for some 
time now. The environment that justifies the 
cutbacks we have been experiencing has 
been evolving for some time. 

Think back to the ‘60s and most of the 
‘70s. What you saw was much more activism 
in the labor markets, You saw unions mobiliz- 
ing, organizing and challenging corporations 
to the nth degree. Corporations, aware of the 
difficulty of finding new replacements for their 
growing operations, had no choice butto deal 
with labor, often on its own terms. 

What seems to have happened 
throughout the 80s, and is now continuing in 
this decade, is that management seems to 
have the upper hand and labor is now being 
knocked back on its heels. Once a trend like 
this one gets momentum behind it, it ap- 
parently continues until the stuff that makes 
it so loses that momentum, 

But wait, middle management was often 
not interasted in unionization: “Bullying" 
management was a blue collar negotiating 
posture, not the way middie management 
perceived of its strengths in getting its wishes 
recognized. 

Middie management has been a loyal, 
committed highly educated sector of the labor 
force: They-have-also been the, anes. get 
hit hard during these rounds of downsizing 
Meanwhile, union membership has dropped 
substantially over the last decade, which 
seems to suggest that workers just don't want 
to risk running afoul of upper management for 
fear of losing the little they have. 

A by-product of this trend has been the 
unleashing of a growing cadre of well-edu- 
cated potential entrepreneurs, on the one 
hand, or, as | suggested to one of my bud- 
dies, a bunch of disgruntled, well-trained 
potential revolutionaries, whose allies wOuld 
consis! of the hordes of educated college 
students who themselves cannot find work 

Not every "severed" middie manager is 
going to go into business for themselves. One 
of the key reasons many went to college and 
came out to work for a corporation in the first 
place is because they never felt they had the 
risk tolerance to go into business for themsel- 
ves’ 

American industry, in Columbus and 
beyond, has got to find solutions to the 
problems facing the labor markets. Wall 
Street seems to be oblivious to the potentially 
explosive nature of so many idle, bright 
minds. Frankly, | was hoping I'd get a better 
report than | received. My responsibility as a 
journalist, however, is to record what I'm told 
and make sense of it when the fact so lend 
themselves ’

North America running out of 
numbers; changes planned 


It happened quicker than anyone ever 
expected. North America is running out 
of telephone numbers. The shortage is 
due to explosive growth in all forms of 
communications--mobile phones, faxes, 
modem-equipped computers, and: the 
“work at home" trend 

Despite the shortage, don't expect to 
see number sharing or long lines for 
number rationing because the telephone 
industry has a plan that will provide bil- 
lions of new phone numbers 

The plan involves changing the way 
customers dial long distance calls within 
their own area code. Today, te make a 
long distance call from Columbus to 
Zanesville, for example, customers 
simply dial "1" plus the telephone num- 
ber.

To compute your net worth, begin by 
adding up the current value of your as- 
sets, including real estate, bank ao- 
counts, mutual funds, stocks, bonds, 
and other securities, as well as the cur- 
rent cash value of your life insurance-- 
not the face value of the policy. 

Also add in the estimated value of any 
jewelry, antiques, art, and other assets

Beginning January 1, 1995, cus- 
tomers will need to dial "1" plus the area 
code "614" and the telephone number to 
make the same call--even though both 
parties are in the same area code.
